Gold Separation. 

What is claimed to be the most advan- | 
tageous process for the separation of fine | 
gold in placers comes from Montana. It 

is a dry process, designed especially for | 
localities distant from sufficient water } 
for other methods, te ore or gravel be- 
ing run throngh a crusher or steam dri- 
er, after which it is dumped into the | 
hopper of the separatcr. Dropping from | 
this, it strikes a powerful blast of air, 
which carries it between two sets of 
slowly revolving copper cylinders coated 
with one-sixteenth of an inch of mer- 
cury. 

These cylinders are plz ed in two lines 
of three each, one above the other, so 
that the dust, driven by the air blast, 
passes between them in a wavelike line. 


to the others, but revolving in an oppo- | 
site direction, which catches the coarser 
gold and the nuggets. Then, passing 
between the other cylinders, all the gold 
is canght, however fine, and the waste 
is carried by the air blast to a conveyor, 
which bears it away. The mercury on 
the cylinders is constantly renewed, so 
that a fresh surface is always presented, 
and it is asserted that the process has 
been subjected to such various tests, 
and so successfully, as to demonstrate 
its peculiar afaptability to the class of 
work in question.—New York Sun. 


Ruskip's Methodicalness. 

Never bas a man been more metbod- 
ical in his work than Professor Ruskin, | 
nor more precise in obedience to the 
rules he has laid down for bis guidance. 
His working hours have always been 
from 7 in the morning until noon, and 
on no ‘account whatever would he ex- 
ceed the limit. Within those five daily 
hours hus all his work been produced— 
books, lectures and business, public and 
private corr spondence. Work in the 
afternoon has always been by himself 
forbidden, unless it took the form of 
rending.. His earlier works, of course, 
were written at Herne or at Denmark 
Hill or while on a tour on the conti- 
nent. His liter ones buve been wrought 
in great part at the flower decked table 
of his study, overlooking Coniston lake. 

A wonderful room, that long stady of 
his, with his Turners upon the walls 
and ranged in ranks in tbe great Turner 
cabinet upon the floor, with its book- 
cases of wonderful missals and manu- 
scripts and early black letter books and 
the original manuscripts of a half dozen 
of Scott's novels, with its euperb Lucca 
delia Robbia '' Virgin and Child'' over 
the fireplace at one end and the mineral 
cabinet at the other. With what pleas- 
uredid Ruskinshow them to me on my 
first vieit—the unrivaled collection of 
agates and the equally perfect collection 
of gold ores und the rest. —McClure's 
Magazine.

THE GREAT DESERT. | 


THE AREA OF SAHARA NEARLY EQUAL 
i TO THAT OF EUROPE. 

| — — 
l4 Barrier to the Progress of Civilization 


Which Engineering Skill Is Trying to 
Overcome—The Important Point In the 
Solution of the African Problem.

We have but to look upon the map to 
see how large a space upon the world's 
surface this mighty desert takes toit- 
belf. It covers more square miles than 
the whole of the Mediterranean. If it 
were transported across that sea, it 
would extinguish Europe, tor it Bas 
been computed that if you leave out 
Bcandinavia it would nearly cover tbe 
whole of it. If it were only snnk in the 

„the waves would roll over it, and 
t would be remembered no more foz- 
ver. 

But it insists on keeping its head 
above water and above ground, crowd- 
jing ont fertile portions of the earth, 
while its barrenness renders it unfit tcr 
human babitation. There it lies on the 
face of Africa, a huge black spot, de- 
berted by man, as it seems to be accursed 
by God. No man passes by it or will- 
— . puts his foot thereon Even the 
lonely caravan that skims it like a bird 
leaves no track behind it any more than 
the bird in the air or the ship on the 
sea. It passes and is gone, leaving nota 
trace of life in man or beast or bird or 
any living thing. So far us we can see, 
ithe desert is an utterly worthless por- 
tion of the globe. 

With such an incubus covering full 
half of northern Africa there. would 
seem to be little hope of making any- 
thing out cf it, since the cause whicb 
‘renders its condition so hop^less cannot 
be removed. You cannot abolish the 
desert any more than you can abolish 
the sea. There it is, and there it will 
'remain forever. Yes, but you cam get 
jover the sea in ships or under it by tele- 
'graphs, so that it is no longer a bar to 
the intercourse of nations. Is there any 
way of taming the desert or subduing it 
so that it shall no longer bea barrier to 
the progress of civilization? This is the 
most important question to be settled'as 
bearing upon the future of Africa. 

Of course if it were left to the native 
inhabitants all things would continue 
as they were from the beginning of crea- 
tion. Nor bas Europe at large any in- 
terest in it. But there is one European 
power that bas an interestin it. France 
bas large possessions on this side of the 
Mediterranean. Algeria and Tunis to- 
Igether make a country as large us one 
of the kingdoms of Europe, which 
France baa the ambition to enlarge still 
further, so as to baye a great African 
empire, as England has her Indian em- 
pire. As part of the materials for this 
she has another great dependency in 
Senegambia, on the western coast, a 
country covering 400,000 square miles. 

If this could in any way be united to 
Algeria. if the two could be consolidated, 
the new ''empire" would at once as- 
sume vast proportions. But the desert 
‘blocks the way. It splits the proposed 
empire like a wedge. it cannot be re- 
‘moved, bnt is thire not some way in 
which it can be convirtcl into a key- 
stone for the mighty arch that is to span 
the continent from the Mediterranean 
to the Atlantic? Tbüt is the problem 
which has long excrcised the minds of 
French statesmen. and which they in 
turn bave referred tu thcir engineers, 
who are among the best in the world, 
with what :esult may be briefly indi- 
icated. 

First of all, they have shown that it 
is possible to convert portions of the 
desert into oases by the sinking of ar- 
tesian wells. A hundred and forty 
miles south of Biskra is the pasis of 
Tuggurt, which hus Jong Supported 
thousands of Arabs, with their flocks 
and herds, bat which was nearly de- 
‘stroyed some years since by the wells 
becoming so choked up as to no longer 
furnish a supply of water. Vegetation 
withered until the wretched people, 
stripped of what was to them the very 
water of life und too ignorant to be able 
to renew the supply. were in despair 
and began to leave the country. 

Then the French engineers took the 
matter in hand and instead of trying to 
clear out the old wells commenced bor- 
ing the solid earth and in five weeks 
struck water to such a good purpose 
that a river rushed torth thzt yielded 
double the quantity furnished by the 
great well of Grenelle at Paris. To the 
Arabs it seemed a wiracle, nnd they be- 
gan to sing and dance in the wildest | 
manner to express their joy. The mir- 
acle is one that can be wronght wher- 
ever men are willing to take the labor 
or to bear the expense. Of course to ac 
complish a lurge result in the way of 
pasturage or agriculture it would have 
to be repeated on a treimendons scale. 

But for the purpose of umitiny the two | 
vast territories of Algeria and Senegam- 
bia the first necessity is that of direct 
communication, which can only be by a 
railroad across the desert of Sabara. Is 
this within the bounds ot possibility? 
Nobody's opinion is of any valne except 
that of an engineer. und that l have 
tried to obtain. In Algiers the Aper- 
ican consni took me to xe Mr. Brous- 
sais. who hus made a special study of 
the subject and taken long journeys into 
the desert to survey the field of battle. 

He did not concen! fron himself the 
enormous difficulties of traveling 1.500 
miles with the want of water, the want 
of woal for railroad ties, the want of 
everything. He looked in the fate the 
possi bilities of these rand storms. which 
might bury a railroad train, as they 
bave buried a thousand caravans, All 
this he had taken into consideration, 
and yet, looking all obstacles and all 
dangers in the face, he did not hesitate 
to assure inc that in his judgmeut a rail- 
road across the desert of Sabara was 
quite within the resources of modern 
engincering. 

But were the dream already fulfilled, 
the desert crossed und the tide of travel 
in full cerrse, the whole African) prob- 
lem wonld not be solved. This would 
be one ste? toward it. —Cor. Evangelist, |

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CAN'T LIVE WITHOUT DOGS. 


| Eskimos Find the Faithful Animal a Ne 


cessity of Their Miserable Existence. 

“Without dogs the larger portion ot 
the great Eskimo family peopling the 
barren nortbern coast of America would 
find it impossible to exist in its chosen 
home." So writes E. W. Nelson in his 
“Mammals of Northern Alaska.” They 
are used in the winter for hunting, 
sledge drawing and th ke. but in sum- 
mer are mostly left irt for them- 
selves. They receive much hard usage, 
as well as do much hard work, but are 
described nevertheless as a rollicking 
set, full of play, fond of human society 


and quarrelsome as schoolboys. 


Mr. Nelson credits them with a vein of 
humor and declares that their varying 
characteristics can be read in th faces. 
They are worth from to $15 Ae. ac- 
cording to age, size and inteMigence. 
For sledge drawing they are harnessed 
in teams of either seven or nine—three 
or four pairs and a leader. The load is 
from 350 to 700 pounds, and the course is 
mainly through unbroken snow or over 
rough ice. With a team of seven dogs 
and a load of more than 300 pounds Mr, 
Nelson made a journey of more than 
1,200 miles in about two months. The 
last 60 miles were made over a bad road 
inacontinuous pullof 21 hours. They 
are much affected by the moon, During 
fall moon half the night is spent by them 
in howling in chorus. 

"During the entire winter at St. Mi- 
chael's," says Mr. Nelson, we wereinva- 
riably given a chorus every moonlight 
night, and the dogs of two neighboring 
villages joined in the serenade.” He 
speaks of its wild, weird harmony” 
and seems to have found it agreeable 
rather than otherwise. The influence of 


the moon is also very apparent when the 


dogs are traveling. They brighten up 
as the moon rises, and pricking up their 
ears start off as if they had forgotten 
their fatigue. The fur traders take ad- 
vantage of this fact and sometimes lie 
over during the day and travel at night. 
The dogs endure an astonishing degree 
of cold. Mr. Nelson saw a female with 
two newly born puppies lying upon the 
snow near a hut, with no sign of shelter, 
when the thermometer ranged from 30 
to 35 degrees below zero. 


Indian Coronets. 

American women who long for coro- 
nets should hesitate before accepting In- 
dian ones. The case of an English woman 
who sued for divorce from her Hindoo 
husband points a moral. She alleged 
cruelty as a ground for her suit, and it 
is claimed that the same plea might be 
made by nearly all the women who mar- 
ry orientals and go home with them. 

Asa usual thing, tbe oriental gentle- 
man pursuing his studies at an English 
or American university is à picturesque 
figure. He is likely to be very clever, 
and it is taken for granted that heis a 
prince at least, when he is at home. He 
is popular with his fellows, and through 
one of them he meets and marries a 
pretty, freely brought up girl, Then he 
takes her home. 

She may not meet with unkindness 
from her husband's family, for the ori- 
entals have many amiable and attractive 
qualities, and they are not cruel. But 
if the husband hasnot cut himself adrift 
from the religion and ties of his child- 
hood his wif: must conform to a certain 
extent to tue ordinary life of the native 
woman, And, inasmuch as she will 
only do this so far as her love and duty 
to her husband oblize her, she will cer- 
tainly fail to satisfy her new relatives 
and will be looked on with coldness and 
suspicion by them.—New York World.

Safety Stepladders. 

An English invention aims to provide 
secnrity against liability to accident 
from the slipping of dadders. The rem- 
edy in this case is the introduction of a 
novel torm of shoe suitably attached. 
It consists of a bracket which can be se- 
curely bolted to exch side of the ladder, 
formed at its lower edge with a lug 
through which a hole is bored, a shoe 
being loosely jointed to this by means 
of a pin.passing through it and the lug 
connection being so free that the shoe 
can easily swing. To the under side of 
the shoe a corrugated pad of rubber is 
fixed. The effect of this arrangement 
is that in whatever position the ladder 
is fixed there is always a grip npon the 
ground which prevents slipping, the 
treedom of the shoe enabling a ladder to 
be placed almost horizontally without 
incurring the least liability of slipping. 
When desired, shocs can be applied to 
the upper ends of a ladder. thus pre- 
venting any damage to the walls or the 
ornamental work.—New York San. 


A Railroad of Curves. 

The first railroad west of the Alle- 
gbanies was bail“ from Lexington to 
Frankfort, Ky.. in 1881. The road was 
laid out with is many curves as possi- 
ble, the engineers declaring tbat this 
wasan advantage.

ONE GIRLS FUNERAL, 


it Was In the Early Days of Montana and 
Was Different From Most Funerals. 

During. the construction days of the 
Northern Pacific railroad many small 
towns were born that flourished until the 
road was completed and then died. The 
little story following actually occurred 
and made an impression on me that I 
shall never forget. To me there was a 
tinge of sadness that went straight to the 
heart. LIoccupied the exalted position of 
justice of the peace. Now, a justice of 
the peace in Montana in early days wasa 
bigger man than the chief justice of the 
United States is today and had a per- 
petual variety entertainment. He mar: 
ried people, buried the dead, put out fires, 
tooka drink with everybody, refereed dog 
fights. settled family rows, preached, 
made speeches and had to be ready for 
any kind of work. For this aggregation 
of duties he was called judge, but if he 
rendered a wrong decision his name was 
Dennis. - 

One cold morning I was waited upon 
by a delegation of gamblers and inform- 
ed that one of the girls was dead. They 
Baid she had passed in her checks during 
the night, and as she was the slickest 
girl in the camp she was to have a 24 
carat sendoff and no mistake. I went 
around to see the body to find out, if 
possible, the cause of her death. I was 
satisfied that the girl had taken morphine 
and died from the effects, and so I ren- 
dered my decision, which satisfied all. I 
set the hour for the funeral and returned 
to the cabin to prepare my remarks. 
There was not a Bible in the camp. and 
so I had to play it alone. It was a cold, 
stormy Montana winter day, and that 
added much to the sadness of the occa- 
sion. The grave was dug out among the 
pines, and a more God forsaken place it 
would have been hard to find. butit was 
the best we had or could get. 

The hour arrived; the procession form- 
ed, myself in front of the pallbearers, 
consisting of gamblers, with the body in 
a rough pine box. Next came the girls 
of the town and the business meu in the 
rear. We wended our way slowly to the 
last resting place, where, alone and un- 
known, amid the rocks aud pines, with 
the awfui stillness of the mountains, all 
that was earthly of that unfortunate girl 
would stay until the last day. 

No one could pray; no one could sing. 
I poured ont my soul to my God in my 
poor, stumbling way—told him all about 
it We were unanimous in the belief 
that she was more sinned against than 
sinning, and would he in his infinite good- 
ness and loving. kindness forgive her, 
wipe out all the black spots on her soul, 
forget her past and save her for her soul's 
sake? Would he suspend all rules, throw 
open wide the portals of heaven, have 
sweetest music played on a thousand 
golden harps and bid that poor, tired, 
sin stained soul enter the realms of hap- 
piness, purity and rest? 

It was our funeral, because everybody 
did all they could. There were but few 
of all kinds, to be sure, but humans 
with souls to save. There are many of 
the old boys scattered through the north- 
west who will recollect thut stormy 
Montana day, and how we knocked at 
eternity's door for admittance for that 
girl’s soul, and all will agree that our 
knocking was not in vain—that the gates 
were thrown open and forgiveness and 
rest came to her.—Orting Oracle.

He Was Rescued From Impending Death 
by a Clever Newspaper Ruse. 

On the battlefield of Antietam Mr. Mo- 

Clure met General William J. Palmer, 
then a captain, and strongly urged him 
not to continue his movements as a spy 
after Lee had crossed into Virginia, but 
the gallant young soldier gave no prom- 
ise as to what he would be likely to do, 
and the very first night after Lee crossed 
the Potomac he was again in Lee's camp 
and brought back important information 
to General McClellan. ; 
Again he returned and entered the 
Confederate lines, and when he did not 
report after a week it was assume® that 
he hud been captured and would proba- 
bly be executed as a spy. He had been 
captured. was tried and condemned as a 
spy and sentenced to be executed, but he 
was saved hy a clever newspaper device 
determined upon after a conference in 
this city between President J. Edgar 
Thomson of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
Colonel Scott and Mr. McClure. Thom- 
son took special interest in Palmor, as he 
had been his secretary, and was much at- 
tached to him. 

It was decided that Washington dis- 4 
patches should be prepared for all of thel 
Philadelphia morning papers an_ounc- 
ing the arrival at the capital of Captain 
William J. Palmer, stating in what par- 
ticularlines of the enemy he had oper-: 
ated. and adding that he had brought 
much important information that could 
not begiven to the public at the time, 
These dispatches appeared next morning 
in all the Philadelphia papers, promi- 
nently displayed, and of course reached 
the southern lines within 48 hours. 

The result was that Captain Palmer’s 
identity was never established in Rich- 
mond, and his execution was thus sus- 
pended. In a little while, when some 
prisoners had been exchanged, there wasa 
vacancy madein the list of the exchanged 
men by death. Palmer's friends had 
him take the place and name of the dead 
soldier, and he thus escaped and returned 
to the service,—Philadelphia Times.

THE COXEY FIASCO. 

General Coxey, the leader of the com- 
monweal army, brought his burlesque 
to a close last Tuesday in Washsngton. 
He had marched with his army from 
Massillon, Ohio, up the mountains and 
down, across the plains and along 
the canal to Washington, and with a 
band of cadaverous cranks; half starved 
half clothed, reached the city last Satur- 
day, three hundred strong. It seemed 
never to have occnrred to them that the 
police of any weli governed city of fifty 
thousand, could have caged the whole 
army in one balf hour. 

Tuesday the army furled tents in the 
city of Washington and started.on its 
march to the Capitol, where Congress 
was in session. Thousands of curiosity 
seekers gathered on the side walks to wit- 
ness the mobilization of the army. After 
tramping five miles through the streets 
of Washington it took up at the capitol 
where its leader (Coxey) mounted the 
step at the entrance, for the purpose of 
harangeing the crowd which had gath- 
eredefbrough curiosity, to hear what he 
had to say. 

Bat the police invited the great leader 
"to move on," and emphasized the in- 
vitation by infusing the necessary 
amount ofmomentum to accomplish the 
object. The great leader submitted 
“like a little man” and withdrew his 
tattered forces. Some of his lieutenants 
who had not the same respect for the 
police are now faring much better, in 
the city jail.

GEORGE W. ABELL DEAD. 


President of A. S. Abell Company, 
publishers of The Sun. 


SUDDEN END OF AN ACTIVE LIFE. 


Mr.George William Abell, president 
of the A. S. Abell Company, died Tues- 
day afternoon at half past 4 o'clock at 
his city resident, 1225 Madison avenue, 
Baltimore. 

Mr. Abell's death came suddenly. He 
was at his office last Friday as usual, and 
was in good spirits and apparently in this 
best of health. That was the last time he 
wasat the office. When he reached 
home he complained of what he thought 
was a slight attack of indigestion. This 
did not trouble him much, although he 
took some medicine for it. he 
sent word that he was indispored and 
would not be at the office thet day. On 
Monday his physicians, Drs, Allan P. 
Smith and E. F. Millhofland, announced, 
that be had an attack of pneumonia, af- 
fecting the lower part of his left lung. 
and that his condition was critical. Be- 
tween 10 and 11 o'clock Tuesday 
morning they said bis case was hopeless, 
and when they left the house in the af- 
ternoon it was with the understanding 
that they were to return at 6 o'clock for 
another consultation. It was discovered 
in the morning that Mr. Abell's heart 
was failing, and the efforts of the physi- 
cians were turned to stimulate its action. 
He dropped off into a quĩet sleep at noon, 
and bis brother, Mr. Edwin F. Abell, 
Who bad been with bim almost con- 
stantly from the time he was taken sick, 
made a hurried trip to Tbe Sun office. 
When he returned, an hour later, Mr. 
George Abell sent for him, saying he 
wished to see him alone. “It’s all up 
with me, Ed.," he said, whew Mr. Edwin 
Abell entered the room; *death is very 
near." 

And imthree hours death came, Mr. 
Abell passed away with his family a- 
round bim, dying as peacefully asa child 
would drop into sleep. 

Mr. Abell was born in Baltimore, Dc 
cember 21, 1812. He was educated at 
the.old University of Maryland, which 
stood on Mulberry street, opposite Cathe- 
dral,and which was torn away when 
Cathedral street was cnt throught. Dar- 
ing the time he was there John P. Ken- 
nedy was provost and Hev. E. A. Dal- 
rymple was dean. He was graduated 
June 25, 1861, carrying off the highest 
honors and delivering the valedictory 
address for his class, 

After graduation he began the study 
of law underthe late CharlesJ. M.Gwinn 
and the friendship wbich was then be- 
gun between preceptor and student last- 
ed through life. Mr. Abell wasadmitted 
to tne bar December 17. 1864, before 
Judge R. N. Martin. He decided after- 
ward not to practice law, but to' go into 
the newspaper business. He entered 
the counting-room of The Sun and mas- 
tered every. detail incident to the busi- 
ness of the paper. Then he went into

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Wicomíce to Have an Experiment station 
to Test Mtrawberrivs. n 

At the suggestion of the publisher of 
tbe ApvznTISxR a petition was citculsted 
last September among the reprezenta- 
tive citizens of this county asking the 
Maryland Agricultural College, Depart 


ment of the Experiment Station, to es | 


tablish an experiment station in this 
county for the purpose of making teats 
of strawberries, and of fertilizers to be 
used in their growth. . The petition met 
with & hearty response from our people, 
feeling as they did the necessity of such 
an institution in our midst. .' 

Mr.W. F. Allen, Jr.,was the individual 
named in the petition to conduct the ex- 
periment, being the best informed man 
probably on the peninsula in strawberry 
culture, and having the broadest at- 
quaintance with strawberry growers and 
propagators. 

The college authorities at oncesaw the 
wisdom of such sn experiment and so 
replied; but stated that the Board of Di- 
rectors were not in a position to act at 
once. 

Upon the faith of this,Mr. Allen began 
the work of collecting varieties for his 
trial bed. To date, he has collected near- 
ly 150 varieties, which are growing and 
in healthy condition. For this collection 
he bas drawn upon the whole of the 
United States and a part of Canada. : 

About two weeks ago a letter was re- 
ceived from the station notifying the mov- 
ers in the enterprise tbat the college had 
decided upon and was ready to take up 
the work of establishing the experiment 
station bere. Mr. Robinson, assistant 
director, was sent here by the Director, 
Robert H. Miller, to investigate the sub- 
ject. A favorable report was made by 
Mr. Robinson, which resulted in the 
closing of the contract. ie 

In forwarding the contract Mr. Miller, 
the Director of the Station, aid: Mr. Rob- 
inson reports a very pleasant trip to your 
place and is much pleased with your 
country and people, and, I may say, that 
I am very glad this arrangement has 
been consummated, and believe that it 
will work to the advantage of both your 
community and the Experiment Sta- 
tion.” 

Mr. Allen, in the meantime, bas got- 
ten the station fully underway: It will 
now be conducted under the direction of 
the Experiment Station, and all infor- 
mation obtained will be the property of 
the Experiment Station and will be sent 
out in bulletin form to the fruit growers 
of the State. Mr. Allen is given the 
privilege of publishing in other periodi- 
cals information in the meantime giving 
the results of his work. 

The readers of the ApvERTISER will be 
keptinformed on the progress from tíme 
to time, and of the final results. 

The primary object is to test the va- 
rieties best suited for.our light loam and 
the kind of fertilizers needed for our 
soil.

taking the pill, for the latter begins to 
@isintegrate in one minute at the tem- 
perature of the body. By using this 
method I successfully combated the ex- 
tremely disagreeable odor in a case of 
cancer of the stomach. 

About that time I treated a well 
known actor suffering from acute pleu- 
risy. This gentleman was addicted to 
morphine, and as I had taken much in- 
terest in him I earnestly sought the best 
plan to break bis habit. The idea oc- 
curred to me that perhaps permangsa- 
nate of potash might decompose mor- 
phine, the latter being an organic sub- 


. Stance, and that by making use of a 


certain method I could eventually break 
his babit without restricting bim from 
taking his morphine. My patient, how- 
ever, started on a professional tour just 


“when I began to put my idea to a test. |; 


This circumstance did not prevent me, 
from continuing my revearches as to. 
the effect of permanganate of potassium 
on morphine, and today | am permitted 
to offer to the profession what I consider 
to bethe antidote 'par excellence' for 
morphine. '' 

Then considering in detail the pecul- 
iar effects of the antidote when differ- 
ently administered Dr. Moor continues: 

"Having gained the knowledge of 
these facts, it is not surprising that 1 
could swallow with impunity toxic 
doses of sulphate of morphine tollowed 
in a few moments by a\corresponding 
amount of the chemical body which 
1 was jostified to consider the antidote 
par excellence for morphine. Thus on 
one occasion four hours after a full din- 
ner. at a time when the stomach must 
have contained a great amount of solu- 
ble peptones and other organic matter, 
Il took two grains of the sulphate of 
morphine in about half of an ounce of 
water, fcllowed in one minute hy three 
grains of its antidute—for gafety's sake 
one grain more than necessary—die- 
solved in four ounces of water. In an- 
other instance three hours after a light 
supper I took in the presence of several 
colleagues belonging to the staff of the 
West Side German clinic of this city 
three grains of the sulphate of mor- 
phine, followed in about 30 seconds by 
four grains of permanganate of ` potas- 
sium, both in aqueous solution. I was 
perfectly confident that tbe antidote pos- 
sessed such a wonderful infinity for the 
morphine that it would select it instan- 
taneously from among the contents of 
the stomach. * 

"In case of poisoning by any of the 
salts of m«rphia 10 to 15 grains of the 
antidote dissolved in six or eight ounces 
of water should be administered at once 
and repeated at intervals of 30 minutes 
three or four times, or even more often. 
Permanganate of potassium as well as 
the salts of manganese dre ‘compara- 
tively harmless, even if given in large 
quantities. 

Dr. Moor continues: In cases of 
poisoning by the alkaloid itself or by 
tinctare of opium (laudanum), also by 
opium, it is advisable to acidulate the 
antidotal solution with dilated sul- 
phuric acid, or in the absence of this 
with some white vinegar—not red vine- 
gar—by which the insoluble morphia 
will be at once converted into the solu- 
ble sulphate of acetate. I have strong 
resson to believe that the administra- 
tion of permanganate will be of bene- 


' ficial effect even after absorption of the 


morphine has taken place.

E xposition implies much canstruct- | 
ive imagination. ^A prerequisite is the 
forming of true ideas of the mental 
Btates of. those who zre to be taught, 
and u further prerequisiteis the imagin- 
ing of methods by which, beginning 
with conceptions they possess, there 
may be built up in their minds the con- 
ceptions they do not possess. Of- con- 
etructive imagination as displayed in 
this sphere men at large appear to be 
almost devoid, as witness the absord 
systems of teaching which in past times, 
and in large measure at present, have 
stupefied and still stupefy children by 
presenting abstract ideas before they | 
have any concrete ideas from which 
they can be drawn. Whether as lec- | 
tarer or writer, Professor Tyndall care- 
fully avoided this vicious practice,— 
Herbert Spencer in McClare's Maga- | 
zine.

let and other things of that sort. 

We learn from one announcement | 
that a glass of wine could be got for 1 | 
as—about 3 farthings—while for 4 asses 
one could drink real Falernian. Another , 
inscription informs us that a denarius | 
—abunt 7?, pence— was paid for wash- 
ing a tunic, and the date, the FJth of 
April, is caretully recorded by the writ- | 
er. Whether she was the laurdress or | 
the owner: f the tonic must be left un- 
decided, Lit it seems at least that she | 
was in the habit of. marking up her 
washing acconnt on the walls of ber 
house. 

There are several such inscriptions on 
the sume wall of this particular house, | 
all dattd—the 20th of April, a tunic | 
and pallium; on tbe 7th of May. an ar- 
ticle which need not be particularized, 
while on the day following two tunice 
are semed --Liacemiliun’s Magazine.

“I have a number of friends who have 
a shadowy recollection of a previous ex- 
istence upon tbe earth,'' said a theoso- 
phist, supporting the doctrine ot. rein- 
carnation.

AN EFFECTIVE MADSTONE. 


How It Adheres to the Body and Sucks 
Out All the Polson. 

Nearly every one has hezrd more or 
less about mudstones and the wonderful 
cures with which they are credited in 
saving life where a person had been bit- 
ten by a mad dog. Many regard these 
stones as & mere superstition, but statis- 
tics go to prove that they really do con- 
tain many wouderful properties. Mad- 
stones ure seldom heard of any where ex- 
cept in the southern states, where they 
are quite common, aud most of the poo- 
nection place great faith i 
them. Ir J. M. Parks, a lady resid- 
ing in this city. is the possessor of one 
of these remarkable stones, and a report- 
er called on her tolearu something about 
them. 

“Yes,” she suid when questioned on 
the subject. I have a madstone and 
have had it many years. My husband 
found it near Magnesia Springs, Fla. I 
have only had occasion to use it three or 
four times since it has been in my poe- 
session, and each time the best results 
followed. The reason that I have not 
used it often is that Inever hear of a case 
where a person has been bitten by à mad 
dog until I see it in the paper, and then 
it has always been stated that the pa- 


| tient has been taken with convulsions. 


lt is too late to use the madstone then. 


| Spasms do not generally appear until 


about nine days after the person is bit- 
ten, aud if the stone is apphed any time 
previous to the convulsions the poison 
will be entirely drawn out byit. 

“The worst case I ever cured with my 
madstone happened when a policeman 
herein the city, named Price, was bit- 
ten on the hand by a mad doy. His arm 
had swollen up to three or four times its 
natural size nud bad turned black. The 


| man was sufferinz the most. excruciat- 


ing agony, and his physicians had de- 
spaired of his life. Iaccidentally heard 
of his case and nt once hurried to the 
house with my muadstone. The doctor 
consented to give ita trial, and the re- 


| sult was that the man recovered and is 


now walking around the streets a8 well 
as ever, 

Upon the reporter's asking if he might 
see the stone Mrs. Parks immediately 
produced it, remarking as she did so, 
"It does not look nearly us powerful as 
it really is." 

It is a little, porous, chalklike sub- 
stance about un inch long, half an inch 
wide aud u quarter of an inch thick 
and appeared to be a sort of vegetable 
compound. 

"The process of applying the mad- 
stone," continued Mrs, Parks, is very 
simple and somewhat similar to vaccina- 
tion. You select some part of the body 
between the bite and the heart and with 
a sharp knife scrape the skin till the 
blood comes, then apply the stone to the 
raw spot. The stoue will adbere imme- 
diately, and its drawing qnalities are so 
great that it will almost bury itself in 
the flesh, sucking out the poison until all 
the pores of the stone are filled with the 
deadly virus. The stone then drops off 
of its own accord, and after being thor- 


| oughly cleansed with milk, warm water 


and soap is applied again. This is kept 
ap till the stove refuses to stick, thereby 
showing thar all the poison has been 
drawn out.”—St. Lonis Globe-Democrat. 


The Sting of the Nettle. 

The leaf und stem of a nettle are lit- 
erally clothed with erect hollow hairs. 
If one of tbese hairs is viewed under a 
microscope, it will be seen that its free 
end, after tapering toa very fine degree 


| of slimness, finishes as a little knob, 


while in the other direction, after grad- 
ually becoming more robust, it suddenly 


| expands intoa large bulb, corresponding 


with the poison gland of the adder. 
The point uf the hair is very brittle, 
and contact with our skin causes the end 


| to snapoff, leaving a hollow needle point 


which readily pierces our cuticle, and 
pressing upon the bulb at the other end 


the poison is forced through the central | 


channel aud inflames our blood. The 


| tender handed who stroke the nettle are 
| stung for theif pains, because their gen- 


tleness has only served to break the brit- 
tle points und rendering them fit for 
pierciuz, but the rough handed break 


| the hairs at their thickest parts, where 


they are too stout to prick.—Good

Fat is, on the other hand, a valuable 
addition to the diet of a corpulent per- 
son because it has u power properly ad- 
ministered of burning off food excess. 
In more than one system of body reduc- 
tion fat is, therefore, administered as an 
sesentisl part and parcel of the diet 
cure.

The lesson of physiology, therefore, to 
us allis: Don't neglect the fats of the 
food. They assist the assimilation of 
other foods aud are essential for the 
body's nutrition. I should not believe 
in any system of ordinary diet or of 
weight reduction which neglected fat on 
the one band or insisted that its absence 
was essential for the cure of corpulence 
on the other.—New York Times.

HUMAN DEFECTIVES. 


Methods of Treatment Suggested For Cor- 
taln Classes of Public Dependents. 

Dr. James W. Walk, in a lecture on 
Detectives“ before the University of 
Pennsylvania, defined the detectives as 
those members of society having serious 
mental or physical defects, either con- 
genital or acquired. This group com- 
prised six classes—-first, the blind; sec- 
ond, the deat mates; third, insane: 
fourth, the tceblo minded, or idiots; 
fifth, the incbriates— where dronken- 
ness has Lecoine a disease—and sixth, 
the epileptics. 

Dr. Walk took up each of these class- 
es and stated what he believed to be 
the best way to deal with them. Of the 
blind und deaf he said: "Blind. deaf 
and feeble minded children have as 
mech claim to an education as others, 
and since their defects prevent them 
from receiving it in theor.inary public 
schools it is only just that they should 
be instructed in schools especially adapt- 
ed to their condition. Such schools are 
also a most econo nical investment cf 
public mouey, far by means of the train- 
ing they give the great majority of the 
blind and deaf mutes become self sup- 
porting in adult life. 

To fit blind children for self support 
it is necessary that their discipline 
while at school should be rigid, so as to 
impart thoruughness in the practice of 
the few industries such as weaving and 
music, which are open to them. The 
managers of the best schools for the 
blind now insist upon this rigid train- 
ing, and in this way sometimes incur 
unpopularity among those who do not 
understand their 1eal motive. 

“For those of the adult blind who 
cannot maintain themselves in open 
competition with normal workmen 
there should be founded in each state 
industrial homes where tbey may reside 
and labor. the deficiency in their earn- 
ing being supplied by benevolence. 
Where such homies are well conducted 
they are nearly self supporting. 

"Under the stimulas of the popular 
interest excited by the eloquent ad- 
dresses of the grent philanthropist, Doro- 
thea Dix, Pennsylvania many years ago 
undertook to make adequate provision 
for the insane at public expense. The 
first institution tor tbeir care in the 
commonwealth was the insane depart- 
ment of the old Pennsylvania hospital. 
We have now many asylums for these 
people;Lut-uot enonzh yet to accommo- 
date them all. Asylums should be so 

regulated that the inmates can work 
and. be eelf euppurtiug. ` 

Dr. Walk thonght that idiots, or the 
feeble minded, should not be permitted 
to marry. Of epileptics he thought the 
sume, as their defects ure hereditary. 
Inebriates should be confined for a long 
period, during which they would bé 
forced to abstain totally. This treat- 
ment, he suid, results often in perma- 


nent cure. — Philadelphia Press; et

ARCHER PARDONED. 

Governor Brown has finally pardoned 
Stevenson Archer. The ex-state treas- 
urer of Maryland was sentenced July 7, 
1890, to five years’ imprisonment in the 
penitentiary. for embezzlement of state 
fonds. His term would have expired 
July 7, 1895, but under the law commu- 
tation of two months in every year is 
allowed for good behavior in prison.This 

credit would have tagen ten months 
from the term, and he would have re- 
gained his liberty Sept. 7, 1894. 

Governor Brown determined long ago 
to pardon Mr. Archer in order to save 
his citizenship. 

The total deficitin the Archer defal- 
cation was $132,301.25. The legislature 
of 1892 released-the bondsmen from all 
their obligations except $37,202.28, which 
they paid, leaving the net amount which 
the state lost, $95,189.97. 

At the time thedefalcation was made 
public Mr. Archer was not only treasur- 
er, of the State, but chairman of the 
democratic State central committed, to 
which place be had succeeded upon 
the resignation of Mr. Gorman. He 
had been tbree times elected to Congress 
He was elected for bis third term as 
treasurer of the state by the legislature 
January 9, 1890, baving received 63 out 
of a total of 108 votes cast. On March 
96 following, while the legislature was 
still in session, Governor Jackson sent 
m special message to the house of dele- 
gates covering 2 communication from 
Comptroller L. Victor Baughman, charg- 
ing irregularities on the part of Treasur- 
er Archer and the unlawful hypotheca-

Legal proceedings were instituted 


. against Mr. Archer, and on the 7th of 
he appeared in tbe criminal court 
more City, pleaded guilty to the 


indictment, and was sentenced by Judge 
Stewart to five years in the Maryland 
penitentiary . 

His written confession, which he ask- 
ed to be filed with the records of the 
cgurt,. itted that he bad “proved 
false to the great trust“ committed to 
him, and that he had "cruelly wronged" 
bis friends and others who had confided 
in his integrity, but the blame was 
bis alone. He said also that no part of 
the State’s money was ever used by him 
an "gambling, stock speculation or for 
political purposes,” and that he “had not 
a dollar of it left;’ but he did not say 
what he had done with it. 

Governor Brown's action will bave the 
approval of the peopleof the state. The 
aged embezzler had suffered all the hu- 
miliation possible even before he had 
been made to put on the prison stripes 
and the ends of justice were served. 

He had been suffering with a chronic 
bladder trouble, and when the. pardon 
reached him, friends were already at the 
penitentiary from where the old man 
was driven in a carriage to the city hos- 
pital where he will be skillfully treated,

A DEMOCRATIC PROTEST.

Maryland Speaks Out Against the 
Tariff Bill Delay. 


Democrats who are impatient, at the 
delay of the United States Senate in 
carrying out the party pledge onthe 
tariff question filled the Lyceum Theatre 
in Baltimore Monday night. 

Speeches were made by Messrs. Dan- 
iel Miller, Skipwith Wilmer, Philip D. 
Laird, C. Clarence Lane. N. J. Nollev, 
James Bond and Wm. P. Maulsby, Jr. 

The meeting was an enthusiastic one, 
for every man present was vigorously in 
earnest. The audience was composed 
principally of well-known business men, 
The speeches were short, crisp and clear 
cut, and evory- reference to President 
Cleveland and the necessity of prompt 
action on the Wilson tariff was loudly 
cheered. 

An incident that occured during the 
address of Mr. Skipwith Wilmer showed 
how intensely interested the men were. 
He referred to Mr. Cleveland asa peer- 
less leader, who never faltered. This 
brought outa rousing cheer. Then he 
quoted Senator Coke, of Texas, as saying 
that the entire opposition of the passage 
of the tariff bill comes from four or five 
men. A tremendous roar followed this 
announcement, Name them!“, Name 
them!’, “Tell us who they are!" yelled 
the people. 
proceed, but hardly had he opened his 
mouth. when calls for the names of the 
obstructionists broke out afresh. Some 
one shouted “Gorman,” and a sharp hiss 
rang out, interrupting for an instant the 
calls of “Name them !" “Name them!” 

"Waiting until the calls ceased Mr. Wil- 
mer made another effort to continue his 
address. "We are not here to arraign 
these"—was as far as he got.

cheered. Atits close he called for the

Wilmer's speech was made in moving 
their adoption.

Drowning of Thomas Hodgson. 


Last Saturday evening while the 
stamer Pratt was coming out the Pa- 
tapsco river on her trip down the bay, 
Thos. Hodgson, who bad secured passage 
to Quantico wharf, jumped overboard 
and was drowned. The steamer was 
near fort Carroll, and a gentleman” who 
was on the deck, gave the alarm. Every 
effort was made to save the life of the 
man, but without avail.

His body sank and has not been re- 
covered. 

The circumstances in the un fortunate 
affair point to the probability of suicide.

The drowned man was a son of Rich- 
ard Hodgson, Esa. who several years 
years ago was proprietor of the botel in 
Delmar, but who now resides in Wil- 
mington. He was about 32 years old.

CHAPTER 294. 
AN "ACT for the supervision ot the Jall of WI- 
comico county, and regulating the labor 
of certain prísoners contained therein. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of Maryland, that the — . — of 
tbe County Commissioners of Wicomico 
county, the County Treasurer and the State's 
Attorney for said county, for the time being, 
shall act as jall su sors for sald county 
without ;they ball have supervision and 
control of the Jail and adjoining unds with 
the right of visiting and inspecting the same 
at any and all times, they shall paxs and 
enforce all necessary rules for the protection 
of the health, cleanliness and comfort of the 
inmates, and for the regulattorFof all matters 
connected with the general management ol 
sald jail, and all rsons sentenced to con- 
fipement in ald Jail, either by the Circuit 
Court for sald county, or by any Justice of the 
peace of the State of Maryland, in and for 
said county where the sentence ts to hard 
labor besides inprisonment, and all persons 
committed to said jail and confined therein 
in default of payment of ans, nue im d, 
shall be subject, during the time of such con- 
finement, to work upon tbe public roads of 
said county, or on the the streets of the city 
of Salisbury or such other manual labor and 
work as they may be required to do by the 
sald jall supervisors and the said Jail super- 
visors are hereby empowered to make such 
by-laws, rules and regulations as they may 
think necessary and proper for the clothing, 
regulation, management,control and conduct 
of such prisoners while engaged at the work 
or labor assigned them by said jali super- 
visors, or by the mayor and city council of 
Salisbury when hired to and in the employ 
of the mayor and council, and aux such per- 
son whoshall refuse to perform the workassign 
ed him or shall be guilty of any act of Insub 
ordination or misconduct, such rson shall 
be punished by the sheriff of said county, or 
his duly appointed deputy or special deputy 
as the rules and reguiations prescribed by 
said jall supervisors shall provide, and the 
sald jail supervisors are hereby authorized 
and empowered, in their discretion, to hire 
out for some useful employment all persons 
sentenced to said jail, or committed and con- 
fined therein, in defanit of payment of fines 
imposed upon them as hereinbefore pro- 
vided upon such terms as may be agreed 
upon, and the sheriff of said county, or his 
deputies or special deputies, or Vall of Salis- 
bury when hired shall guard «aid persons 
while engaged at work under this Act and 
while going to and returning from such work 
and shall receive such compensation therefor

There are bat few persons outside of 
the ranks ot the biological students that 
have any idea of what is meant by the 
expression an atom of matter. When 
the microscope is applied to the exami- 
nation of living tissue, whether that 
tissue be of animal or veget le life. it 
is soon observed that all 1# oy things 
are made up of minute bouies called 
**organisms.'" Experts in the various 
branches of biological rescarch will also 
tell you that no essential difference can 
be distinguished between those cells 
which go to make up the sam total of 
animal life and those which give the 
vegetable its existence. These life cells, 
although wonders within themselves, 
are made up of minute particles called 
atoms, which are so small that they 
must over remain invisible to the hu- 
man eye. Semecritical reader wiil say, 
“If this last remark be true, how can 
it be proved that such infinitesimal par- 
ticles as your sọ called atoms' exist?" 
To this query the reply would be that it 
is only when au untold number of these 
atoms unite themselves so as to form a 
single body, like the grains in a pop- 
corn ball, that they become at all visi- 
ble and then-only by the best appliancés 
that optical science has been able to 
furnish. 

This being the case, it is not an exag- 
geration to say thut every little piece of 
matter which we are able to see 1s built 
up of millions dpon inillions of these 
atoms which aré so small that no mind 
can comprehend) their minuteness, even 
when taken in aggregations of thou- 
sauds. There are, of course, many dif- 
ferent kinds of atoms, such as atoms of 
carbon, hydrogen, oxygen, ete., each of 
which 18 believed to have its own par- 
ticnlar size and weight. Then. too, 
they probably differ iu sbape us well as 
size, Accordlug to the specialists in 
this-line, they combine to;;ether by mu- 
tual attraction, which is in some cases 
called cohesion and in others chemical 
affinity, according as the atoms are of 
the different eleipents. This being the 
case it is easy ta understand why myr- 
iads of these afoms of all sizes and 
shapes, fitted snhgly one against the 

„other, combine together in varying de- 
grees of intensity to build up structures 
possessing ull the vurions degrees of 
stability aud solidity. Some of the most 
wonderful theories ever advanced on

MARRIEGE AT THE RECTORY. 


It Recalls a Thrilling War Incident of 
Thirty Years Ago. 


Mr. Daniel I. Parker of Delmar and 
Miss Annie W. Smith of Cape Charles 
City were married on Wednesday last by 
the Rev. Wm. Munford. The bridal par- 
ty reached Salisbury on the 2 p. m. train 
from the south and were driven to 
the rectory, where the marriage cere- 
mony took place. The groom was at- 
tended by his friend Mr. Boyd, and the 
bride by a sister of the groom. The 
bride is a daughter of the late Peter 
Smith of Northampton county, Va. It 
turned out after the ceremony that Mr. 
Smith and the officiating clergyman 
were old comrades in the Confederate 
army. The reverend gentleman re- 
membered that on one occasion in the 
trenches around Petersburg Mr. Smith 
and a party of artillery men of the Otey 
Battery King's Battalion—were playing 
a game of cards just against the parpet: 
where Smith's gun was placed. There 
was a battery ofsix cremorne mortars on 
the enemy's lines about 600 yards dis- 
tante, Every afternoon about 5 o'clock 
to demoralize the "rebs"—this battery 
opened for an hour or more. While 
Smith's game of cards was going on Mr. 
M.and a nümber of other men were 
near by, hugging the parapet and watch- 
ing the shells. At last one of them whis- 
tled over and fell down in the very 
midst of Smith's party and exploded. 
It wasa fearful splutter of smoke and 
dust and flying splinters tbat followed. 
All the neigbborhood rushed at once to 
the gun expecting to find the whole par- 
ty killed. But although the gun carriage 
was broken into smithereens nota man 
ofthe party of seven or eigbt was even 
wounded; only Smith was made almost 
entirely deaf by the concussion of the 
exploding shell. He carried his deafness 
with him to his grave. And now tbirty 
year afterwards the daughter comes to 
the remaining comrade to be united in 
holy matrimony with the man of her 
choice,

PENINSULA TRUNK LINE. 


The Baltimore and Eastern Shore 
Rallroad’s Probable Future. 


The Baltimore Sun of Wednesday had 
the following: 

Arrangements are said to have been 
completed by which the B. & E. S. R. R. 
will be taken out of the hauds of the re- 
ceiver who has operated it for the past 
three years. The same arrangements 
contemplate extensions of the road on 
the Eastern Shore to make direct con- 
nection with the Baltimore and [Ohio 
road and to give a rail traffic throughout 
the entire length of the eastern peninsu- 
Ia of Maryland. 

The money necessary to meet the in- 
debtedness of the B. & E. B. company 
and to release it from the control of Re- 
ceiver Willard Thompeon will,it is nn- 
derstood, be furnished by the Baltimbre 
and Obio and the Central railroad of 
New Jersey, which latter road is also .to 
profit by the new deal. 

The B. & E. S. company bas now a 
rail route from Ocean City, in Worcester 
county, to Claiborne in Talbot county. 
An act of the last legislature chartered 
the Easton and Elkton Railway company 
This road will be built under the ar- 
rangement, making a direct connection 
with the B. & E. S. at Easton. Tbe new 
road will be extended to Chestertown,in 
Kent county, where it will connect with 
the Balto. & Del. Bay road which is con- 
trolled byſthe Central road of New Jersey. 
From Lambson Station on the B. & D. B. 
road, a line will be built to Childs Sta- 
tion, on the Philadelphia division of the 
B. & O. road. This will give a direct 
connection for the B. & O. through the 
Eastern Shore counties, tapping nearly 
every county town in that section and 

running through the most prosperous 
agricultural portion of the peninsula. The 
length of new road to be built to com- 
plete this connection is between forty 
and fifty miles. 

Another feature of this deal contem- 
plates the transfer of the B. & O. trans- 
fer barge John W. Garrett, now used in 
ferrying trains between Locust Point 
and Canton, to Bombay Hook, the tide- 
water terminus of the B. & D. B. road,on 
the Delaware bay, where the boat will 
be used in ferrying freight trains across 
the bay to the connection of the Central 
railroad of New Jersey at Bayside, in | 
New Jersey. By the time these improve- 
ments are completed the Belt tunnel, it 
is expected, will be finished and ready 
for operation. This will enable the B. 
& O. Company to dispense with the trans- 
fer barge in Baltimore. as ali the traffic 
forthe Philadelphia branch, which is 
now ferried from Locust Point, will go 
through the tunnel. 

The proposed arrangement will, it is 
ssid, also enable the B. & O. Company to 
relieve its Philadelphia branch of all its 
slow freights which are now required to 
berun over it. This relief will be of 
great advantage, asthe B. & O. is con- 
stantly running heavily laden coal 
trains oyer this branch to the, interfer. 
ence of fast passenger and freight service | 
It is this fast seryice which the company | 
wishes to improve by removing all ob- 
stacles that stand in its way. 

If this arrangement is carried to com- | 
pletion, the coal trains would not be re- 
quired to use the B. & O. line further 
than Childs station, where they would 
be switched to the new branch and run 
to Lambson's, thence by way ofthe B. & | 
D. B. to Bombay Hook. Here they | 
would be ferried acrors the Delaware | 
bay and be taken up on the Jersey South- | 
ern Division of the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey amd run into New York. 
This plan will remove all the slow freight | 
trains from the New York run of the B. 
& O. and the Jersey. Central Road, 

It is said that Mr. J. Rogers Maxwell | 
president of the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey, and Mr. Thomas M. King, second 
vice-president of the B. &. O. Road, have 
already signed the traffic agreement for 
the route as outlined. 

It is also said by those interested in 
this project that steps will be taken at 
once for securing the necessary rights of 
way for the proposed connections and 
that the work will begin during this 
summer.

Paper Tires For Bicycles. 

The writer has visited the experimental 
shop of the parties who are working out 
the idea of making tires from paper for 
bicycles. A pressure equal to 120 pounds 
Was brought to bear upon a rubber tire 
wheel in the presence of the writer, and 
the tire sunk in at the bottom. Then 
the same kind of a wheel was treated in 
the same way as regards pressure, but 
the tire was made of paper. The same 
weight did not cause the tire to sink in 
80 much as in the case of the rubber one. 
Thus the paper tire can be run over cob- 
blestones, sandy roads, mud, etc., and be 
less affected. The continual squeezing 
together and inflating of the rubber tire 
has a tendency to wear the rnbber and 
cause a fracture. The paper tire, being 
less liable to fatten or sink in, is not sub- 
ject to this wear.—Boston Commercial 
Bulletin.

TRIALS OF THE BOX OFFICE MAN AND 
THOSE WHO WATCH HIM. € 

| Story of the Bit of — That Admits 
One to the Theater—The Manager on the 
| Road Has to Keep His Eyes Open, Says a 
Man Who Has Been Through the Mill. 


There is something about the wear 


and tear of the duties incidental to the 


box office that prematurely ages a young 
man.. Stay by him a single day, and 
you'll know what it iss When he comes 
| to the theater in the morning and ar- 
| ranges his tickets in the rack and counts 
out his change and the advance sales on 
that day; it is with an r of resigna- 
tion such as kings and queens used tó 
wear just before they were carted out 
| for execution. 

There aro so many tickets of various 
kinds and prices prepared for each per- 
| formance and duly dated and numbered 
| and marked with a big letter or number 
| for the day of the week. | This larger 

designation is with the view of han- 

| dling rapidly. There are drawers con- 
| taining the tickets of the following days, 
each day by itself, and when an advance 

| sale is made he puts the money received 
| forit with tbe tickets for that day. When 
the day is over, he puts that tray of 
tickets and money in the safe for the 
| night. The advance money is thus usu- 
ally kept until the day comes around 
| and then goes into the pilé received for 
the night's performance. : 
The peculiarity of this business is 

| that everything ccnnected with the box 
| office is cash. The sales are cash sales, 
and if a combination shjw is in the 


house the settlement with the combina- 


tion treasurer is made in cash at the 
close of every performance. Simply put, 
therefore, at the close of the day the 
difference between the number of tick- 
ets on hand in the morning and the 


| cash drawer. f 

Asa matter of purticular fact, how- 
ever, there are numerous complications 
incidental to the operation, and the 
treasurer of the house and his assistant 
—the box office young man before allud- 
ed to—become prematurely old and ab- 
normally smart grappling with them. 

On the rural circhits the traveling 
manager is obliged to be|very wary in 
his dealings with the box office man. As 
soon as the theater doors are thrown 
open tothe public the combination man- 
ager or treasurer looking after the in- 
terests of the company playing in the 
house makes his appearance and takes 
up his stand at the door, where he can 
watch both the box office and the ticket 
taker. When: you enter any theater 
where a combin:tion is playing, you'll 
see this wary individual at his post of 
duty. He is there on the presumption 
that the local people will **do"' him if 
they can. He knows all the tricks und 
wiles of the box ofice young man and 
thé doorkceper and takes nothing for 
granted. f 

He sees that every comer hands ina 
ticket of some kind, aud that the door- 
keeper puts that representative of so 
much cash in the padlocked box. The 
pastebourd in that tin box represents the 
receipts of the house, of which his com- 
pany has a certain percentage unless 
playing on a certainty. He carries the 
key to that box, and if he is “fy” never 
lets the box go out of his sight. There 
is another watcher at the gallery door 
taking the same precaution, Of course 
he knows the nice box office young man 
wouldn’t cheat him—not for the world! 
But all the same he is on guard against 
a possible lapse of conscience. 

"On the road," said Billy Keogh, 
who has had experience in the box of- 
fice and as traveling manager and ought 
to be pretty well up in the tricks of 
both, ‘‘theetraveling manager goes on 
the principle that every bax office is go- 
ing to ‘do him up’ if it can. The first 
thins he does is to go to the theater and 
get his mail and ‘size up' the local 
man. And the first thing the local man 
does is to get fly, and if so it will be 
diamond cut diamond. That process 
we call jollving' begins at once. 

“The traveling man is always on the 
defensive. He can't beat the other man. 
All he can Qå is to prevent the box office 
| from beating him. He must be up to 
the tricks and as hard as nails. You 
know in small tuwns the local treasurer 
gets a yearly beuefit and the doorkeeper 
gets n benefit So these two men will 
‘play’ traveling companics for the ben- 
efit of their friends at every opportunity. 

“The collusion between the box office 
and the doorkeoper is perfect. Some- 

times they arc very sensitive about be- 
ing watched, and sometimes they pre- 
tend to be indignant. The most indig- 
nant treasurer I ever met was in a place 
where we caught the doorkeeper, who 
was on the landing just above the box 
office, sliding tickets down a crack in 
the floor into the box office below. 

“Take a popular price house and big 
audiences of from 1,400 to 1, 500 people, 
and in the rush it is hard. to prevent be- 
ing ‘done.’ 
them down to $10 or $25 margin, I'm 
pretty well satisfied. A new pocket reg- 
ister has come into use that helps keep 
run of the admissions. You can stand 
at the receiver, and with your hand in 
your pocket connt every person that goes 

| into the house. 

When the ticket seller and the door- 
keeper are close together, there is the 
most danger, for they will communicate

FLOOD SWETP. 


Great Storm and Its Effect in Penoayi- 
vanis and Elsewhere. 


The tremendous rain storm wbich 
swept over Pennsylvania for four days 
reached a climax on Monday, apd the 
floods which followed were almost un- 
precedented. The usually placid Schuyl- 
kill became a raging torrent, flooding 
mills, railroads and residences, exceeding 
in violence anything within the memory 
ofthe oldestinhabitants. Great as was the 
flood, records kept st Manayunk show 
that it fell three feet short of the high 
water mark of the great storm of 1869, 
Which holds the record. The point 
reacbed then was 24 feet 6 inches above 
low water mark. 

Williamsport was fearfully flooded, 
two-thirds of the city being under six 
feet of water. Two big bridges were 
carried away and the Philadelphia and 
Reading bridge at Muncy was destroyed 
The lambermen lost millions in that 
valley. 3 : 

The main boom of the Susquehanna 
‘Boom Company, at Williamsport, broke. 
There was 175,000,000 feet of logs confin- 
ed there, and all of them passed out and 
down-the Susquebanna river. The loss 
will be more than $100,000, the?value of 
the logs in the boom, and will throw 
hundreds of men out of employment. 

The boom in Lockhaven broke, and 
15,000,000 feet of logs were lost. The Up- 
per London boom aleo broke. It con- 
tained 10,000,000 feet of logs, and they 
went down the ríver. There were about 
150,000,000 feet of logs in the main boom 
and half as many more jn the city mill 
ponds which were tbreatened. 

Streets were flooded and vast damage 
done in other Pennsylvania towns. Fam- 
ilies were rescued from flooded homes 
and many lives were swept away by 
the roaring waters. j 

JoHNSTOWN's Loss $121,000. 

Johnstown, Pa., May 22.—A statement 
of losses here caused by the flood which 
was given out Tuesday is as follows: 
Pennsylvania Railroad, $50,000; Wood-

Mortality Amovg the Blacks. 

The papers of New Orleans are discuse- 
ing a curious condition of affairs in that 
city. An abnormally high rate of mor- 
tality has been noticeable for some time 
among the blacks. No epidemic prevails 
and the death rate among the white pop- 
ulation is less that it has been at other 
times but the blacks are dying with not- 
able rapidity. 

From some unexplained cause the 
mortality rate among the blacks of New 
Orleans over a given period was 49.98 
for each 1,000 of the popolation, while 
for the white people it was 21.39 during 
the same period. This has awakened 
comment in the Crescent City, and no 
one seems to be able to set forth a good 
reason for this marked disparity. 

The same thing, differing only in de- 
gree, is noticeable inevery Southern city 
For instance, in Baltimore for 1893 the 
annual death rate amomg the blacks was 
30.76 to each 1,900 people in the city, 
while the rate for the whites was only 
19.19 per 1,000 of the population. 

The causes for such discrepency are 
undoubtedly varied, but it is probably 
the effect of city life upon the colored 
race. Having come in recently from the 
plantations and having taken up their 
abode in the least. wholesome parts of 
the great cities, the blacks are falling an 
easy prey to the diseases of the town. 
Shut off from the beneficial effects of 
sunshine and free air, life in the back 
alleys, amid the temptations and vices 
of the town, is telling with fatal effect on 
a naturally hardy race.—Baltimore Her- 


ald. 


Cambridge Voted Against High License. 


* Cambridge, Md., May 22.—The spec'al 
election was-held in Cambridge today, 
in accordance with the act of 1894, to 
decide whether high license or total 
probibition should prevail. The result 
was a majority of 136 votes for prohibi- 
tion. The total number of votes cast 
was550. The number of votes against the 
sale of spirituous or fermented liquors 
was 343. The number of votes cast for 
high license and the sale of liquor was 
207. 

Cambridge has been a prohibition 
town for a number of years, and- this 
was the third attempt which has been 
made to legalize the sale of liquor in 
the community. The many good points 
on both sides of the question have been 
ably discnszed by the respective leaders 
for several weeks past. A large number 
who voted for prohibition believed that 
high license would be preferable to the 
present system, known as "local option" 
but thought that it would be possible to 
enforce a strict probibitory law and vot- 
ed accordingly. The result of today’s 
election makes the present loca) option 
law void and provides for total prohibi- 
tion in its stead, which will prevent the 
sale of liquor even under a pbysician’s 
rescription. 

The prohibitionists, frightened by the 
reports thst money had been provided 
to influence voters for high license, post- 
ed circulara conspicuously around the 
polls warning the wets that a strict 
watch would be kept and any one detect- 
edin bribery would be brought to justice. 
It is not likels that another attempt will 
be made to legalize the sale of liquor in 
Cambridge for some time,as there seems 
to be a decided sentiment here against 
the liquor traffic. 


More Raliroad News. 


James A. Pearce and Charles T. West- 
cott, Esqs., were in Baltimore this week 
and saw Mr. Thielens, of tbe Balto. & 
Del. Bay R. R., in reference to the Pen- 
insula Railroad. A traffic contract bas 
been made between B. & O. R. R., Jer- 
sey Central and B. & D. R. R., by which 
all coal for the north shall be brought 
from Child's Station via new road to 
Lambson's, touching at Galena. and from 
thence to Bombay Hook and ferried 
across the bay. Then the Jersey Central 
will take charge of it. By this plan the 
B. & O. will get rid of all the heavy slow 
freight and Its passenger traffic be allow- 
ed fall sway. Negotiations sre now be- 
ing made with the Balto. & East. Shore 
R. R.. and as soon as these are consum- 
mated a road will be built from Easton 
through Centreville to Chestertown and 
thence to Tolchester. The long-looked 
for road seems now to be very near at 
hand. So may it be. 

Tbis temporarily gives a "black eve" 
to the Electric Road. Indeed some per- 
sons hint that the above movement is 
only a feint to kill the new enterprise. 
We don't believe it. However, we'll 
soon see, Ifthe one is not pushed the 
other will be !—Kent News. c

The Diocese of Easton was formed by 
a division of the Diocese of Maryland in 
1868, and Dr. Lay, then missionary bish- 
op ot Arkansas became its first Bishop. 
He brought tbe subject of s cathedral to 
the attention of the diocese in his ad- 
dress to the diocesan convention in 1874 
but the matter lingered without the 
bishop receiying much encouragement 
until 1876,when the diocesan convention 
granted leave for the organization of a 
new congregation within the bounds of 
St. Peter's parish, Easton. to be known 
as Trinity Cathedral, Easton, andj the 
Cathedral congregation was admitted 
into unton with the convention of the 
Diocese of Easton in 1877. A small frame 
house was the first cathedral, 
and it still stands on the lot 
where the imposing stone edifice is now 
built. In 1879 the deanery, the home of 
the assistant minister, was erected. In 
September, 1889, the corner stong of the 
building consecrated Wednesday was 
laid; and July 8, the first service in the 
new cathedral was performed.

Thus on the birth of a child—to be- 
gin at the beginuing—it was: impera- 
tive that both the mother and babe 
should be ‘‘sained’’—that is, a fir can- 
dle was carried thrice. round the bed, 
anda Bible, with a bannock or some 
bread and cliecs¢, was placed under the 
pillow and a kind of 
—to propitiate | the 
Sometimes a fir candle set on the 
bed to keep them off. If the newborn 
showed any'symptom of fractiousness, 
it was supposed faepe a changeling, and 
to test the truth 6. this supposition the 
child was placed suddenly before a peat 
fire, when, if rdally a changeling, it 
made its escape by the lenn, or chim- 
ney, throwing back words of scorn as it 
disappeared. There was much eagerness 
to get the babe baptized lest it should 
be stolen by the fairies. If it died un- 
christened, it wandered in woods and 
solitary places, lamenting its melan- 
choly fate, aud was often to be seen. 
Such children were called **tarans. '' 

Allan Ramsay, in his Gentle Shep- 
herd," describing Mause, the witch, 
says of her: 

At midnight ‘ours d'er the kirkyard she raves 
And houks unchristened weans out of their 
graves, 

It was considered a sure sign of ill 
fortune to mention the name of an un- 
christened wean,!' and even at baptism 
the name was usually written on a slip 
of paper, which was handed to the offi- 
ciating minister, that he might be the 
first to prouounce it, Great care was 
taken that the baptismal water should 
not enter thé infant's eyes, not because 
such a inishap might result in wailings 
loud and long, but because the sufferer's 
future life, Wherever he went and what- 
ever he did, would constantly be vexed 
by the presence of wraiths and specters.

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DANGER iN THE BRIDAL TOURS. 


The Medical Aspects of the Case Presented 
to Those About to Marry. 

The custom which obtains so general- 
ly of taking a fatiguing journcy as a 
part of the nuptials is regarded by high 
authority aa one of the barbarisms of 
civilization. Let us illustrate the inju- 
rious physical tendencies by a typical 
case. During extremely cold weather 
there occurs a wedding, which, from 
the standing of the parties, attracts 
some attention. The happy couple, we 
are told, are off for their wedding trip 
to a still more frigid section of country. 

Though conscious of danger and dis- 
comfort, to some extent, which is great- 
ly increased by their inexperience in 
traveling, they cheerfully assume the 
risk and responsibility, as to all mar- 
ried couples a bridal tour seems to be 
considered as absolutely essential to give 
the marital union an importance with- 
out which it would, in their opinion, be 
unromantic and but a partial marriage. 
The tour causes fatigue, exposure and 
excitement, making regularity of life 
impossible—in fact, the act involves the 
reverse of all that the rules of health 
and physiology require. 

Again, it constantly happens in the 
case of both sexes that a slight indispo- 
sition, which passed unyoticed in the 
hurry of preparation, is aggravated toa 
serious and even fatal extent by the ex- 
citement, exposure and neglect on a 
wedding tour... No man, for instance, 
would think of postponing his marriage 
on account of a slight cold. If he staid 
at home afterward and took care of him- 
self, it would pass away like other slight 
colds, but often on the bridal tour the 
malady develops into a chronic disease. 
A prominent physician recently said: 

‘Many cases of brides and bridegrooms 
in my professional experience came un- 
der my observation dying of typhoid fe- 
ver just after a wedding trip, which 
bad caused the early symptoms to be 
misunderstood and neglected. In one 
instance that came under my observa- 
tion a bealthy and vigorous young man, 
just returned from a bridal tour, died of 
typhoid fever in Troy, his sickness be- 
ing superinduced ENT ve by the fa- 
tigue and exposure incident to the jour- 
ney. It will thus be seen that the med- 
ical aspect of a bridal tour is sufficient- 
ly important and the risk incurred suffi- 
ciently great to cause the wedded pair, 
if they wi:l to be actuated by impulses * 
of reason and prudence rather than by
